Bucks Parks Even Have Ringing Rocks 


(This is the first of four articles on the past, 
present and future of Parks in Bucks County.)

You can do almost anything in Bucks County 
parks . . . listen to a unique rock collection . . . 
spend a quiet week’s vacation in a cabin . . . or 
stay longer in a tent on a campsite. 
The rocks are contained in a four-acre field 
near Upper Black Eddy and many of them ring 
with bell-like tones when struck by a hammer. The 
cabins are located at Tohickon Valley Park near 
Point Pleasant and the campsides are available at 
several of the nine parks that make up the county 
system. 
The county has been in the park business for 
only a relatively short period of time but has, 


since the park board was formed in 195S, acquired 
nearly 2,000 acres of land for public recreation 
and leisure use. 


More Than Doubled 


During the IO years since the county acquired 


its first park, Tinicum, near Erwinna in Upper 
Bucks, the population of the county has more than 


doubled. 


While this was taking place, the county’s hold­ 
ings of park land grew to 1,950 acres in nine parks 


and the park board found itself in the uncomforta­ 
ble position of competing with real estate develop­ 
ers for land it had earmarked for future park use. 
This especially true in Lower Bucks where real 
estate prices continue to soar as development con- 
continued on Page IO.

180 Miles From Border 
IOO U.S. Planes Blast Red 
Area Deep In N. Viet Nam 


SAIGON (UPI) — More than; 
IOO U.S. fighter bombers today 
blasted a huge Communist am­ 
munition supply area in North 
Viet Nam only IOO miles from 
Hanoi, North Viet Nam’s capi­ 
tal. 


The planes — most of them 
from U.S. Navy aircraft car­ 
riers — flew deep into North 
Vietnamese territory to ham­ 
mer the Phu Qui ammunition 
dump with bombs and rockets. 


The 100-square mile Commu­ 
nist arms and supply area is 
180 miles north of the border. 


A U.S. spokesman said the 
raid was the most successful 
the United States has had.

There was an unconfirmed re­ 
port that one Navy propeller- 
driven plane crashed in the sea 
near its carrier.

SELMA, Ala. (UPI)—Negroes 
were allowed to line up at the 
Dallas County Courthouse today 
to register to vote, but sheriff’s 
possemen 
and 
state 
troopers 
halted an attempt by 550 dem­ 
onstrators to stage a civil rights 
march at the same time. 


The attempted march came a 
short time after a wooden saw­ 
horse barricade that the dem­ 
onstrators had dubbed the “Sel­ 
ma Wall” was removed from a 
Selma street by Wilson Baker, 
Selma’s director of public safe 
ty. 
The marchers, many of them 
white 
ministers, 
priests 
and 
nuns, began from the Negro 
First 
Methodist 
Church 
but 
were stopped at the site of the 
barricade by Sheriff James G. 
Clark of Dallas County and his 
possemen, who were armed and 
carried clubs. 


After several speeches

this church, leaving only a tok 
en group of 50 demonstrators to 
hold the line at the site of the 
barricade.

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — An 
estimated 10,000 persons march­ 
ed around City Hall today in a 
six-hour 
demonstration 
spon­ 
sored by the local chapter of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
(NAACP). 


Willard Evans, an official of 
the local NAACP chapter, said 
the demonstration was to pro­ 
test failure of the federal gov­ 
ernment to intervene in Selma, 
Ala. 


Police estimated some 
1,300 
marchers started the demonstra­ 
tion between 8 a m. and 9 a m. 
They were joined by an esti­ 
mated 3,000 others who march­ 
ed down heavily-traveled Broad 
St. after a rally at a North 
Philadelphia theater. 


The ranks of the singing and 
chanting demonstrators swelled 
as

progressed.

demonstration was scheduled to 
end at 2 p.m. after an address 
by Cecil Moore, president of the 
local NAACP chapter. 


Extra police were assigned to 
City Hall to keep the demon­ 
strators out of the street and di­ 
rect the flow of traffic.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Johnson presents to Con­ 
gress and the nation tonight an 
outline of strong new voting 
rights legislation. 


Part of a stiff federal pro­ 
gram to outlaw discrimination 
against voter registrants in any 
state, the measure will propose 
tough penalties on state and lo­ 
cal 
officials who attempt 
to 
block registration. 


The Chief Executive accepted 
an invitation from congession- 
a1 leaders to make an extraordi­ 
nary appearance before a joint 
session 
of Congress. His 
ad­ 
dress will be carried “ live” on 
both television and radio at 9 
p m. EST. 


Top White House, Justice De­ 
partment and congressional le­ 
gal advisers worked at high 
speed today on the technical 
draft of the bill itself. It is ex­ 
pected to be ready for introduc­ 
tion in the House and Senate 
Wednesday. 


Even should technical snags 
develop, it will go to Congress 
before the end of the week.
